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THOUGHTS “ON ‘THE RESURRECTION 

The soul of man is immortal by its very nature. A spir- 
it is a simple substance, and therefore, unlike material 
things, has no component parts into which it can dissolve. 
Man’s body, a compound and subject to wear, senility, and 
decay, is by nature mortal. However, by a special preter- 
natural gift, not only our first parents, but all their descend- 
ants, would have been preserved from death. Their bodies 
would have been, at God’s own time, glorified and transport- 
ed into Heaven with the soul 

tut because of sin death came into the world, as St. Paul 
so clearly teaches. It was one of the temporal consequences 
of the original rebellion agaizst God, just as the eternal con- 
sequence was the loss of Heaven. While the Son of God, by 
His atonement, undid the eternal consequence both to soul 
and body, temporary death of the body continued. Only eter- 
nal things count with God. 

This temporary death would have no sting, and the 
grave which received the corpse would win no victory (1 Cor. 
XV-55). Otherwise Satan would have been victorious over 
God, and such a condition could not be tolerated. Christ would 
he “the first fruits of them that sleep;” “As in Adam ali die; 
so in Christ shall all be made alive. 

While our hearts melt and our eyes fill with tears as 
the power of death, its necessity, its certainty, rise vividly 
before our minds, and we feel ourselves the portion of a dy- 
ing race, is the melancholy mystery of death all that the heart 
of man has to fasten upon? No. For we have the assurance 
from Christ “I am the Resurrection and the Life; he that 
believeth in me, though he be dead, shall live.” The whole 
leszon of our existence is not death, but life. The seed does not 
fructify and produce life until it first dies and corrupts in 
the ground. If inanimate nature teaches the resurrection 
evidently the lesson would not be lacking in the life of man.
